ba upon sectional interest or 
jealousy, upon class cansclousness 
or upon the desire for a group ad- 
vantage, that moment they are out 
of step with the spirit of Amer- 


ica 
A labor party or a farmers par- 
ty is as undemocratic and ag un- 
American ae a millionaires’ party, 
or a shipowners’ rty would be. 
The man who tn public office 
yields, through ambition or 
through fear, to the solicitations 
or the threats of these who would 
put the interests of any part above 
the interests of the whole, is both 
unworthy and unable to serve the 
American people. There is need 
of plain speech on this subject. The 
American farmer. the American 
business men, whether 
small, is paying heavily today, 
years afterwards, for the un-Amer- 
ican and unpatriotic act that was 
forced by threat * the statute 
book of the United States in the 
early days of September, 1916, 
known ad the Adamson law. This 
law established a privileged class 
among us and thereby increased 
the cost of living for every man. 
woman and child uncer the Amer- 
ican flag, including the very Mmem- 
bers of the privileged class itself. 
Similearily un-American and un- 
patriofle are the exemptions from 
taxation of particular groups or 
particularly numerous classes of 
: If we are to remain true 
to the hard-won principle of no 
taxation without representation. 
then we must uphold its accom- 
panying principle: Where there 
is representation there must be tax- 
ation in proportion to capacitv to 
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and in other lands who, reflecting 
upon all these things, would de- 
spair of democracy and stand aside 
while it rushes to certain ruin. 
They are wrong. Every other forrm 
for the government d guidance 
of human association has been 
tried and found wanting.

GREATEST DANGERS. 


The two greatest dangers tothe 
fiying and public as re- 
| sult of the increase of aeronautical 
activity are the use of dangerous 
jaireraft and the operation of ab- 
craft by ineompetent pilots, Ot

reason of the fact that while 
anyone can form a pretty fair 
| optnton of the capabilities of a 
pilot by just Ieeking at him and 
watching him perferm it is im- 
possible fer the layman to detect 
einer unproper design or improp- 
er workmanship, particularly the 
former. There are many airplanes 
Axing today which to all appear- 
‘ances are safe and adequate and 
are undoubtedly well built, but 
| wee through some improper 
| placing of the contro! surfaces or 
some other purely technical fault 
not discernible to the layman, are 
just sufficiently unstable and slow 
in answering the controls te be ex- 
tremely dangerous. 

The passage vf some law, either 
the Wadsworth bill or some sim- 
Har act. to insure the safety of 
those who ride is absolutey esten- 
tial to the welfare of the general 
public and to the.expansion of the 
aeronautic industry. The report 
made to Secretary of Commerce 
Herbert Hoover recently showed 
that in this country during the first 
six months of 1921, 1200 commer- 
Cia] planes flew a total of $,250.000 
miles. The numbér of accidents 
which resulted from this flying 
was very small but could have 
been cut down to almost nothing 
had there been in existence prop- 
er laws regulating the operation of 
aircraft. The sooner such laws 
ure passed and put in operation the 
sooner American citizens can feel 
safe when they fly and equally 
safe when they walk.

A 
perusal of the book shows Los An- 
geles to be rich in her resources 
as far as library facilities are con- 
cerned.

writers, of course, rage and 
storm against these pretexts under 
which Chinese dependencies are 
being lopped off. The Chinese 
amban, or resident at Lhasa, is 
now in Peking with his tail very 
much between his legs. He left 
Thibet in a hurry, like many of 
his predecessors. The Thibetans 
kicked him out. The Chinese 
are, undoubtedly, the least pop- 
ular among the numerous don- 
tending Asiatic “conquerors.” 
Their record in Thibet reeks with 
ervelty and corruption, as well as 
with cowardice and incompetence. 
The same remark applies to their 
record in Mongolia. American 
‘miners and others have given me 
graphic accounts of the impos- 
sible state of affairs during the 
brief recent period when the 
Chinese were in possession of 
Urga and that vicinity. 

The English have gone into 
Thibet after oi] and other tangible 
things. Like others in Asia (not 
excluding ourselves) they are after 
raw materails of primary impor- 
tance in the economic warfare of 
today and tomorrow. Buddha and 
the spiritual link with India are 
good excuses. They assist to ex- 
tract oil and precious metals and 
stones out of the present troubled 
political waters of Asia. The real 
argument vehind the policy of En- 
giand is the facc that the Thibetans 
have failed to make sufficiently 
good use of their own opportu- 
nities, and that the Chinese have 
played ducks and drakes with 
their chances on the roof of the 
earth, 

A venerable American college 
professor has written a book about 
the Chinese called “Farmers of 
Forty Centuries.” Impartial ob- 
servers in China are driven to the 
conclusion that, as political farm- 
ers, for seven or eight centuries, 
the Chinese have been busily en- 
gaged in sowing wild oats. 

PRIMARY FACT CLOUDED. 

This primary fact of the eastern 
question is realized by every for- 
eign office, except that of our own 
government, at Washington. There 
are American statesmen who real- 
ize it, but our State Department | 
has never acted upon this primary 
fact. 
truth, and own up to it and meet 
it, hag not helped the Chinese, is 

recognized by the 
themselves. That is 
one reason why the Chinese are 
quite willing to borrow American 
money and very unwilling to pay 
it back. They regard us as polite 
lunatics, the sucker nation in the 
East. 

It is expected here that the 
Washington conference will find it 
convenient to keep Thibet as far 
as possible in the background. 
There is a persistent report that 
British and american oil and other 
interests would rather do their 
dickering outside the conference. 
Be that as it may, England is not 
likely to budge out of Thibet and 
to pay the cost of the white man's 
burden in the land of the Liamas, 
the Thibetan realties will have to 
be nicely nailed down no matter 
how much our statesmen holler 
out for an open door and equal 
opportunity.

They agree with my statement of 
existing conditions; but many of 
them are pessimistic as to the 
immediate future.

derstand what is necessary in 
order that foreign capital shall 
return. 

They imagine that the Amer 
can capitalists are eager for Mex- 
ican investments, and that they 
can bring capital back on their 
own terms.

Association Declares War 
on Ballyhoo and Stage 
Features of Exhibitors. 

Curtallment of *prologues,” 
vaudeville acts, ‘expensive orches- 
tras, and many and sundry varie- 
ties of “ballyhoo,” as “extravagant 
and unnecessary phases of motion 
picture presentation,” is urged on 
the exhibitors of the United States 
by the Motion Pictyre Directors’ 
Association in a-lett@r written by 
William D. Taylor, director-presi- 
dent, to the film trade journals. 

This action was ordered after one 
of the most lively sessions ever held 
by the association, whose member- 
ship comprises 135 of the best- 
known picture directors in the pro- 
fession. Extracts from the letter 
follow: 

“In almost all the larger cities 
of the United States, first-run thea- 
ter managers have gradually added 
theatrical features to their picture 
entertainment until today in many 
instances the theatrical entertain- 
ment overshadows the featured 
photodrama of the program,” de- 
clares Mr. Taylor, speaking for the 
association he heads. “This condi 
tion is a serious mensee to any 
further advance in motion picture 

roduction. * 
“In the. first place it is subtly im- 
pressing a certain class of our pub- 
lic with tha thought that the play 
is not the tifing, but that the trim- 
mings are. “In other words, it is 
belittling the impo ef ‘the 
photoplay upon which the entire in- 
dustry has bullded. 

“In the second place, added num- 
bers often take up so much time 
that the feature picture is raced 
by the projectionist, in order to 
maintain a timetable schedule. This 
works grievous injustice alike to 


and players. 

f‘In the third place, this custom 
is increasing the cost of exhibition 
to such a prohibitive figure that 
many exhibitors are forced out of 
business by the loss they ‘ust sus- 
tain, and admission prices are in- 
creased to such an extent that we 
lose an Important and intelligent 
but portion of our 
public.” 

Mr. Taylor's letter concludes: 

“The Motion Picture Directors’ 
Association believes that these 
theatrical features have been 
brought to become such an impor- 
tant part in erican picture pro- 
grams throt a mistaken sense of 
showmanship, and in some cases 
mere perona) rivalry between man- 
agers. We believe that extravagant 
presentation is futile, because it 
does not increase the attractiveness 
of motion pictures to the general 
public.”

All govermment. rea] te out- 
side of the District of lum bia, 
owned or reited any agency 
of the Fedeml government, will 
be put under the admin ration of 
a single office, according to an or- 
der issued by Charles G. Dawes. 
dipector ot the budget, with the 
approval of the President. News 
of this important step to be taken 
by the Federal government was 
made public in California in a 
news bulletin recently issued by 
the Qelifornia Real Estate Associa- 
— at its general office in Oak- 

nd. 

The object of the order, it was 
explained, is to promote economy, 
co-ordinate the various offices 
scattered through the country. and 
utilize space to the best advantage. 
A surveyor-genégral of real estate 
is to be created, under the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury. “It shall 
be his duty to collect all necessary 
information pertaining to owned or 

real estate of whatever 
character, or wheresoever situated 
and to determine what changes 
should be made in the interest of 
economical] and efficient use of 
lands, buildings and portions of 
buildings for the benefit of the 
general government,” said the or- 
der. The surveyor-general will de- 
termine how the building shall be 
occupied, and will have power to 
reallocate space. Leases in the fu- 
ture will be subject to his is approval.

The year 1921 marked an expen- 
sive period in the career of the 
dealer and he paid dearly for his 
education.

Road Markets. 

N added income is furnished the pro- 

ducer of farm crops by the establish- 
ment of roadside markets. Dotted ‘along 
the principal highways in Southern Call- 
fornia are fruit and vegetable stands, 
tended by producers or members of farm 
families, which constitute an outlet for a 
certain percentage of the crops raised on 
the farm. It does not pay thé farmer to 
ship or to motor to the city market a 
small quantity of watermelons, peaches, 
sweet potatoes, etc., but these products, 
placed advantageously where auto parties 
pass, find a ready sale. Once a roadside 
market is established, by the producer 
himself, it is seldom abandoned, but grows 
in economic importance every year. There 
are many spurious roadside market-places 
owned and operated by persons who buy 
their produce at the city markets, or from 
producers, and the passersby should learn 
to distinguish the real producer's stand 
from that of the make-believe. Home 
Grown Vegetables” is a familiar sign on 


many a roadside stand, usually kept by

‘Those Wine Grapes. 
E ARDLESS of the merits of prohibi- 
aon as a legal or moral issue, it must 
be admitted by any thinking person who is 
able-bodied enough to be around and ob- 
serving enough to be able to grasp what is 
going on about him that the wine-grape in- 
dustry has not been hurt by the great 
drought decreed by the nation's lawmakers. 
It is downright silly, too, for anyone to con- 
tend, as some of the more ardent and opti- 
mistic bone-dry advocates do, that the wine 
grapes that are being produced in increas- 
ing volume by California’s vineyardists are 
no longer going into the naughty light wines 
that were Once the pride of the State, but 
are being used for a lot of other mysterious 
but none the less sweetly innocent purposes. 
There seems to be no doubt at all, to put 
the thing quite candidly and honestly, that 
the wine-grape industry of the Golden State 
has not only been saved, but actually ad- 
vanced, by what has come to be known as 
“home brewing,” or, in other words, by the 
manufacture from grapes of the stuff that is 
so objected to by the prohibitionists. No 
one has ever seemed quite certain just what 
could or could not be legally done with 
grapes within the four walls of one’s own 
home, so insanely contradictory and confus- 
ing have been the emanations on the sub- 
ject from Washington and the various State 
and city governments of the country. It is 
probably equally true, however, that very 
few have cared a whoop. People who have 
wanted to make wine have. gone ahead and 
made it—and the vineyardists have pros- 
pered accordingly. These comments are 
hot made with any idea of pointing a moral. 
They are printed out of love for whole- 
some, decent candor, something hard to find 
in these days of pussy-footing aaa 


and practical politics. 


HOW MANY SHEEP?

rentals, Mr. Millett’s attitude implies a 
greater reconstruction necessary to secure 
those lower taxes and range rentals than it 
would take to reform the entire economic 
marketing of meat products. 

There is one man, in my humble opinion, 
who has fully arrived at a state of com- 
prehension, as affecting the fundamental 
truths that lie beyond, before and around 
the marketing of food products, and that 
man is G. Harold Powell of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange. The co-operative 
association -with which Mr. Powell is asso- 
ciated has marketed a citrus crop, a food 
luxury, if you please, in hard times, a crop 
representing tens of millions of dollars in 
valuation, and Mr. Powell states emphati- 
cally a number of truths that can well be 
applied to live stock. 

The first requisite, he says, is co-operative 
organization; then comes economical pack- 
ing. then a standard product, then delivery 
to distributors, with tremendous stress = 
upon advertising, and the good will of the 
consumer. 

The citrus people applied themselves to 
existing conditions and they have succeeded. 
They do not subscribe to any special isms 
or new theories, but utilize available re 
sources and methods. Their example points 
the way ahead for producers generally. The 
walnut, raisin and prune men have followed 
in the steps of the citrus men and have 
proven the system repeatedly. 

The citrus men have a luxury, the live- 
stock men a necessity. The citrus men have 
a near monopoly from a State, the live-stock 
men a general product. The citrus men face 
no existing control power, live-stock 
men face packer control. The citrus men 
accept wholesaler and retailer profit, the 
live-stock men charge profiteering. The 
citrus men have a product complete and 
standardized, the live-stock men have meat 
of various cuts subject to spoilage and wast- 
age. Heavy overhead and land value affect 
both citrus and live-stock. To apply the les- 
son of citrus success to live stock is, how- 


ever, not a very difficult problem, if it is 


The live-stock association is today far 
more thorough than that the citrus people 
mad when they started a definite policy. 
Most of us remember the fight the citrus 
people had against certain refrigerator car 
lines that had the cars, the ice, the low rate 
and the rebate. The citrus growers removed 
that yoke, which is in no way different from 
the power that the packers have today, with 
their per-mile-hauled cars that operate both 
ways coming and going and can put any lo- 
cal effort to raise beef, pork or mutton “up 
against it“ by the haul of products from 
some other market and the return of a car 
He § fruit or other products needed back 

The live-stock industry has fought present 
facilities, instead of co-operating with them. 
The live-sock men have not the thorough 
friendship of the consumer, as their adver- 
tising and the advertising of the packers 
and retailers have been asking consumers 
to take sides in an argument. 

Personally, I am well satisfied as to the 
trail towards salvation for the live-stock in- 
dustry. Since seeing the test made in 1920 
and 1921 of the citrus plan, I have arrived 
at the conviction that a plan does exist that 
the live-stock industry can follow success- 
fully and that it does not involve the de- 
struction of existing facilities. Every man 
of us has a secret doubt of „ — 
new and revolutionary methods tha 
vocated, as being yb 
cures. 

‘Let us consider certain facts: The citrus 
people secure $75,000,000 for a crop that 
reaches the consumer at $190,000,000. In- 
stead of fuming and fighting they recognize 
the existence of middlemen's profits and 
freight rates, take their © $75,000,000 for 
themselves, and allow $115,000,000 for the 
marketing, and they keep on advertising 
citrus seeing that it is better packed, see- 
ing that it’s standard and trying to see every 
man who handles it makes an attractive re- 
turn instead of a loss. 

Let us consider the elements that Mr. 
Powell states make for success: Co-opera- 


cure about half the ills of the present situa- 
tion, going far towards making the pro- 
ducers and packers semipartners in the n- 
dustry. Delivery, incidentally. would mean 
more stockyards, including one in Los An- 
geles, and it would involve an intelligent. 
orderly distributed marketing of live stock 
to meet demand. Gluts would be taken care 
of by the same association control that sells 
and could be usually prevented. 

Advertising and good will of retailers and 
consumers would mean that a retailer would 
be assured of a margin, and that he would 
not be laying the cause of meat being over 
a price to chimerical conditions, to the 
packer or to the producer. Meat consumed 
would be boosted by a united effort of pro- 
ducers, packers and retailers. People would 
- better meat and know the margin was 
air. 

We are all Americans and most of us try 
to be patriotic citizens. As Mr. Powell says, 
the producer isn’t any more honest than the 
consumer. We are all of the same human 
flesh and impelled by the same motives. 

The meat producing and distributing 
agencies are united in a desire for better 
stock, mor® meat consumption and more 
stable conditions for this country, and the 
supply of food products and their price has 
much to do with unrest and labor troubles. 
It is to my mind positively useless to rely 
upon lower land valuation in this country 
for the salvation of the cattle or sheep man, 
and that is the inevitable conclusion of 
lower range rentals. It is foolish ta rely 
upon a favored industry method of taxation, 
as we are all parties to a great war zud na- 
tional debt that must be paid. It 1s rely 
idealistic to hope for some different methods 
of economic usage than dur national growth 
has developed. It is not practical to re 
fuse to retailing agencies a greater profit 
than in prewar years for meat, as those 
agencies are merely a modern development 
and have come under higher overhead, as 
has our government, and everything eise 

To succeed, we must accept the present 
conditions and work with them. We have a 
national live-stock association, a great wool 
growers’ association, and many hog asso- 
ciations to start with. 

We are in this live-stock business like the 
great armies in the recent war. We are 
fighting in our little section and only Foch 
and Pershing knew the general view. We 
must not be misied by opinion bred from 
limited view, but must look at things large- 
ly, with due allowance and. compromise. 

As Mr. Powell says, remedies must come 
from within industries and we cannot stand 
still and expect government or finance to 
mitigate our loss and make us prosperous. 
We must do that for ourselves ¢

A little 
bone meal makes an excellent addition to 
the mash, or it can be used to replace a 
part-of the meat scrap. Green cut bone, if 
fresh and sweet,\ivill also take the place 
of meat scrap if "fed at the rate of one- 
third to one-half ounce daily per hen.

and the ranchers are looking forward 
to the rains to put their lands in shape. 
Predictions are that the 56,000 acres of lt 
mas of this year will be somewhat reduced 
if another winter of short rainfall should 
occur, especially on the land that is dry 
farmed. The Las Posas section, it is re- 
ported, yielded about seven sacks this year 
and another dry year would probably re 
duce that yield considerably. Some of the 
land is not being plowed at all, but the 
subsoiler is being used with the intention 
of double discing in the spring followed by 
the usual cultivation on the morning-glory 
free land. 


INCREASE IN WALNUTS. 


VENTURA.—Indications point to quite a 
large increase in walnut acreage in Ven- 
tura county as many ranchers are talking of 
planting them this season. The poor re- 
turns over the past several seasons of lima 
beans has brought this about, particularly in 
the irrigated sections, and as beans can be. 
grown for some years between the walnut 
rows, this crop should pay for the bringing 
up of the new groves. The farm adviser of 
Ventura county has been urging the fruit 
and nut growers to irrigate heavily this fall 
and not to wait for the winter rains. Over 
a period of years it has been noticed that 
when early rairs come the next year’s crop 
is usually a heavy one, so now that the 
rains are late in coming, he suggests that 
irrigation be resorted to. It has been defi- 
nitely prvoen by several dry year observa- 
tions, that those orchards or portions which 
have been ftrrigated early have been un 
form in yielding a larger and better crop 
than the acreage not so watered. More or- 
chardists are following this suggestion this 

than heretofore and the results should 
increasingly manifested. 


FORM TEST ASSOCIATION, 
FRESNO.—With 500 cows as the nucleus 


for a cow testing association, the farm bu- 
reau has started out on a year's work, hop- 
ing as the work progresses to add new 
herds until the association is at full ca- 
pacity. Louis L. Brown, an expert in test- 
ing work, and for a number of years official 
tester at the University Farm at Davis, has 
been secured for the work. Important 
work pertaining to the dairy business will 
be carried out through this organization as 
follows: Building of silos—To encourage 
dairymen to provide and use silage, as an 
economic food and to cheapen the cost of 
the ration. Pure-bred herd bulls—That 


ing and individuality to head each herd and 
build for the future. Balanced ration—To 
feed concentrates with alfalfa hay in such 
proportions as to be an economical factor 
and increase production. Cost accounting— 
To check upon the cost of producing a 
pound of butterfat or a gallon of milk from 
the data received on the dairy. Heifer se- 
lection—To select the heifers sired by a 
good bull-and from cows showing up best 
through the testing; such records that are 
worthy of a place inthe herd. Weeding 
out—After testing has been carried on for 
a sufficient time to cover a lactation period, 
to weed out all nonprofit cows, cut down 
labor and feed costs and receive larger 
net earnings. Tuberculosis testing—To 
work toward a clean herd, a clean district 
and a clean county. 


OLD TREE BEARS WELL. 
VISALIA.—-A two and one-half-pound pear 
was recently picked from a 73-year-old pear 
tree on the John Dreith ranch. History in- 
dicates the planting of the pear orchard in 
1848, by a Mr. Owen. The few trees that 
are still left are bearing vigorously. Mr. 
Dreith reported fruit still larger than the 
one picked, but not so perfectly shaped, 
of such excellent quality. | 


RAISES PLUMP BARLEY. 


PORTERVILLE.—J. J. Hanggi of Globe 
reports much inquiry from grain men for 
seed barley from his 1921 crop, which was 
exceptionally fine and plump. Mr. Hanggi 
summer fallows his land, cross discs it, and 
plants dry, drilling the grain wit? a planter, 
Last year he got twenty sacks to the acre 
on his 150-acre piece, and this year, which 
was dryer, he got fifteen sacks. According 
to the neighbors, the grain is plumper and 
of finer quality than any other raised in the 
Porterville district.

¢ BIG AREA FUMIGATED 


REDLANDS.—In round numbers, 3300 
acres, bearing 295,768 orange trees, were 
fumigated during the past season in the 
Redlands citrus district, according to Wal- 
ter B. Hadley, the deputy county horti- 
cultural commissioner here. The season 
this year opened about the middle of July 
and lasted well into October. Good kills 
were reported throughout the season, al- 
though, in some instances, the fumigation 
must be done again next year. In most 
cases the fumigation will keep the groves 
fairly clean of scale for at least three years, 
it is believed. The work here is done entire- 
ly by private companies with the exception 
of that of the Gold Buckle Association of 
East Redlands, which is affiliated with the 
Exchange.

to select the breeding stock that is to be 
used to replenish his flock ig shortsighted. 


and This important work of picking out the 


superior birds must be done in the fall and 
early winter to get the best results, for it 
is then that the greatest contrast beween 
the profitable birds and the poor ones shows 
up. Of course the culling out of the poor 
layers should go on all through the sum- 
mer and fall, but at last the top-notchers 
should be selected as foundation for the 
coming flock, which ought to be better each 
year. 

One good rule to follow is to keep the 
pullets out of the breeding flock until they 
are fully matured. An immature bird may 
be a good layer and may be from the best 
stock, but still it is undesirabe. Eggs 
from pullets not yet fully developed will 
not produce as large or as strong chicks as 
those from older hens or fully grown pul- 
lets. There is no difficulty in knowing 
when a bird is mature enough to be used 
as a breeder, as at that time the eggs laid 
will have reached the size of the average

egg. sometimes very small at the start. 
Those that mature early may be picked out 
by keeping track of the birds that start 
laying first in the fall. These birds may 
be marked with leg bands, so that they will 
not become mixed during the winter with 
those that started their work later. 

The late molters are the birds that stick 
to the job longer, and consequently they 
make up another group that should be used 
in forming the breeding flock next spring. 
Leg bands may be used to distinguish these 
profitable birds, or, better, the early molters 
may be marketed, so that they will no long- 
er have an opportunity to keep down the 
average egg production of the flock. 

The general-purpose breeds, which in- 
clude the Plymouth Rocks, Rhode Island 
Reds and Wyandottes, as a rule, are not 
profitable after the second year. It is 
therefore advisable to cull out all of the 
older birds of this class. Of these, the late 
molters are the ones to select for breeders, 
just as in the case of fowls of any other 
breed. 

But the selection of birds on the basis of 
age and time of molting is not all the prep- 
aration that need be made for raising the 
foundation for the new flock. The health 
and thrift of the fowls must be looked after 
carefully during the winter. After select- 
ing the breeding birds the poultry house 
needs close attention. Keeping it in sani- 
tary condition is one of the important 
points. Heus are a good deal like sheep 
in their sensitiveness to wet feet, either 
in the house or when outside, and they can- 
not be kept in good health on damp litter. 

A sick hen is a hard proposition to deal 
with, if you expect to get out with a profit 
on her. E is a lot cheaper to depend on 
dry litter than on medicines to cure colds 
and roup. Roup is the sequel of colds, and 
when it gets into a flock, as one poultryman 
puts it, “you are on the rocks.”

The reason thie method of bud- 
ding is called chip-buddifig is that the bud 
is cut from the scion with a chip and a sim- 
Uar chip is cut from the stock where the 
bud is to be placed. ; 

The secret of success in this method of 
budding lies in having the cambium layer 
of the chip bud.and the cambium layer of 
the stock fit together exactly. One reason 
that there are so many failures where the 
chip-bud is used is because the bark on the 
scion and the bark on the stock, are not of 
the same thickness. Whe this is the 
case, particular pains should be taken to cut 
the chips so that their cambtum layers will 
fit together, even though the bark does not 
exactly fit on the outer edge of the chips. 

Another thing which is very essential to 
the success of chip-budding is to have the 
size of the stock and scion the same. For 
this reason chip-budding is used mostly on 
nursery stock, and is hardly ever used in 
top-working large trees, where it is nec- 
— to do most of the budding on large 

8. 


One of the big advantages in practicing 
chip-budding early in the spring is that by 
so doing the buds have the entire season 
to grow in. A good time to begin chip- 
budding is three or four weeks before 
growth starts in the spring. This will give 
the bud and stock plenty of time to unite, 
by forming a callus before growth starts.

Chip-budding, however, can be successfully 


done after growth starts in the spring, if 
the scions from which the chip-buds are 
cut are perfectly dormant when the buds 
are used. However, the success of chip- 
‘budding after the stock starts growing is 


80 uncertain that it is not advisable to use 


bry kind of budding, after spring arrives, 


as the patch-bua is a great deal better and 
more likely to succeed after growth starts. 


It is also advisable to rebud all trees with 


patch-buds where the chip-buds for any rea- 
son have failed to grow. 

Another advantage in this method is that 
the chip-bud forms one of the strongest 
unions of stock and bud after it has ma- 
tured, although this union is very weak at 
the time growth starts. 

When a bud has been selected on a scion, 
and it is desired to cut it for chip-budding, 
a thin-bladed knife is used to cut it. The 
first cut is made a little below the bud, and 
is a slanting cut of about fourty-five de- 
grees, through the bark and a little way 
into the w The second cut is also a 
slanting cut, starting about an inch above 
the first one, and deep enough to take a 
little of the wood out with the chip. The 
bud should be about the middle of this 
chip. The same operation is used in cut- 
ting the chip from the stock where the 
chip-bud is to be placed. If the chip that 
is cut from the scion is cut longer than 
the chip on the stock, it is easily fitted to 
the stock by lengthening the cut on the 
stock where the chip was removed; but 
if the chip that was removed from the 
stock happens to be the longest, it is not 
worth while to use this chip-bud, and the 
only remedy is to cut another chip-bud to 


use. 

After the chip-bud has been cut and fit- 
ted to the stock, it must be wrapped se- 
curely in place. This is done by plac- 
ing a piece of waxed cloth over it, and it 
is then tied on with a piece of string. The 
waxed cloth is torn in sizes that are large 
enough to cover all the. chip, and overlap

This string should be 
long enough to completely wrap the chip- 
bud and waxed cloth in place and then 
should be securely tied around the stock 
below the chip. Care should be taken in 
wrapping that the string does not cross 
the hole in the waxed cloth.

A convenient way to prepare these 
waxed cloths is to tear them in long strips 
of the desired width, and then fold these 
strips so that each layer is of the proper 
size to cover a chip. After they are 
folded in the desired size, they are 
dipped in hot wax, and then thoroughly 
soaked, are taken out and all ex- 
cess wax pressed out. The folded 
strips are then left to cool, and when 
cool, a hole is punched through the cen- 
ter of these folded strips large enough 
to allow plenty of room for the bud to 
grow. These strips are left folded until 
they are needed, and are then torn off 
one by one, as desired.

This topping is best done twelve or 
fourteen inches above where the buds are 
put on the stock. If this is done, the stub 
that is left can be used to tie the bud to, 
as it develops. When growth starts, and 
the chip-bud has started growing, all the 
buds that start out above the chip-bud 
should be kept rubbed off the stock. The 
growth that comes out below where the 
chip-bud was put in is not at first all 
taken off, but is removed a little at a time 
as the chip-bud develops. Care and judg- 
ment must be used not to remove this 
growth too soon, as it may weaken the 
tree, or even cause it to die. If the bud 
makes a thrifty growth, there will be no 
danger in taking off this growth the first 
month or two, on small trees. 

Some time after the chip-bud starts td 
grow, the string that it is tied with 
should be cut, to allow the bud to develop, 
This cutting is done by passing a sharp 
knife across the string on the. opposite 
side from the bud. The cloth and string 
are not removed, being left in place until 
they are forced off by the growth of the 
bud. Care should be used not to cut the 
string too soon, as the chips are at first 
very weakly united to the stock, and ff 
the strings are cut too soon, there is dam

that will supply plenty of material for eg¢ 
production. Every attention that will tend 
to stimulate laying is demanded by the pul- 
lets at this time, for a good early start may 
help to establish the habit of laying through 
a long season. 
Good rations, however, cannot be ex- 
pected to keep a flock laying property if 
health conditions are not what they should 
be. Drovping boards and nests need clean- 
ing and disinfection occasionally, and it 
goes almost without saying that there must 
be frequent changes of litter, and always an 
abundant supply of clean water. A sick hen 
is about as poor a piece of property as a 
man can own, and many experienced poul- 
trv raisers vo so far as to say that a sick 
one is less dee able than à dead one. So 
it is up to the flock owner to place preven- 
tion of disease far ahead of cure.

Tf pullets are a little slow in coming into 
laying, it is sometimes possible to stimulate 
them by some changes in the feeding sched- 
ule. If the quantity of scratch feed allowed 
in the morning is cut down by one-half, it 
will make the birds hungrier during the 
day and they will consume more of the dry 
mash, which will frequently start them lay- 
ing a week earlier than otherwise would be 
the case. 


Another help is to feed a little of the 
mash wet at noon, as even thig little varia- 
tion seems to whet their appetites. The 
use of buttermilk in mixing ths moist mash 
is one of the best stimulants to help start 
egg production. If the poultry keeper feels 
that he does not want to force the birds too 
hard, he may cut down on this moistened 
mash. It is possible that forcing too much 
on the feed may cause the fowls to be weak- 
ened in fertility, but few will be inclined to 
overdo this matter of feeding. A little 
stimulus in the beginning may have a great 
deal to do with getting the hens started in 
their work, and once on their way, it is 
probable that they will keep on if well fed 
and cared for. 


When the birds must be kept in during a 
rainy spell, feeding the grain.in deep litter 
in the house is the best way to get them to 
take the needed exercise. It is possible, 
however, to overdo such a good thing as ex- 
ercise. Too much scratching and running 
around keeps the layers always hungry, and 
the demands of the body are so great that 
egg making may be interfered with. The 
hens should go to roost every night with a 
crop full of feed, and usually a handful of 
Krain for each hen will be equivalent to a 
cropful. 

Green feed is one of the essentials for 
laying hens, and no good poultryman will 
neglect to supply it in some form or other. 
There is a great variety of this kind of feed, 
including lettuce, cabbage, mangels, sprout- 
ed barley or oats and cut green alfalfa. It 
may be fed at noon, or such green stuff as 
cabbage.and lettuce may be nailed to the 
wall, so that the birds may peck at it when- 
ever they want it. 

To a great mary Drsons it will seem like 
going to extren 8, but, nevertheless, it. is 
true that interference with the nervous 
system is frequently great epough to cause 
a serious drain on tle vitality of the birds.

It is often desirable to keep the pullets 
and the older hens separate. It may be 
that the flock owner will want to use nore 
of the tested hens for breeders, and by 
keeping them apart from the rest of the 
flock they can be handled a little different- 
ly. The yearling hens, or hometimes old- 
er ones, and the well-developed pullets are 
better for the breeding flock because thes 
larger eggs prod..-ed will bring out larger 
and stronger chicks.

alike in that both are nitrogenous, but when 
the hen begins to make them into eggs, she 
finds there are important differences that 
cannot be overcome. But she must have 
animal proteins in some amount, no matter 
how much of the other kind is available. 
High-vegetable-protein feeds can replace 
some of the meat feed to advantage, but 
not more than one-fourth to one-half of it. 
Government tests made show that of the 
high-vegetable-protein feeds cottonseed meal 
is the best for egg production. Peanut meal 
comes next, followed by soy-bean meal and 
velvet-bean meal. In making up a mash, 
not more than one-tenth of it should be cot- 
tonseed meal, as the use of more cuts down 
the egg yield materially and may affect the 
quality of the eggs, producing spots and 
blotches on the yolks which make them 
look bad. Other vegetable-protein feeds that 
may be used to advantage are gluten and 
linseed meal.

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AT POTATO GROWERS’ MEETING. 


NE of the largest meetings of potato 
growers ever held in Southern Call 
fornia took place at Van Nuys on 


‘Tuesday, November 29. This meeting was 


in the nature of an all-day session devoted 
to the discussion of immediate problems 
facing the potato industry of California. 

The Potato Growers’ Department of the 
Los Angeles County Farm Bureau adopted 
one of the most comprehensive plans of 
development for 1922 that has ever been 
undertaken by any growers’ organization 
in the West. In this program of work, the 
question of fertilization will be thorough- 
ly tested. The majority of the potato 
growers in the South now realize the ad- 
vantages of a cover crop in connection 
with potato growing. In order to deter- 
mine which leguminous cover crop is best 


adapted for a rotation crop with potatoes 


a series of cover crop test plots will be 
laid out this coming year. Among the 
crops to be tried will be purple vetch, 
Melilotus indica, Hubam clover and Ber- 
seem clover. A great deal is expected 
from the Berseem clover, which has giv- 
en wonderful results in the delta regions 
of the Nile in Egypt. English authorities 
assert that this clover will make a vig- 
orous growth at a temperature as low as 
29 degrees. 

Some such cover crop as this is needed 
for this section inasmuch as many of the 
cover crops are not planted until October 
and Nevember. The commonly planted 
Melilotus indica ha¥ not been entirely satis- 
factory when planted late, owing to the 
fact that it is very slow in starting. The 
performance of Hubam clover this last 
summer has been promising. It attained 
the height of five to six feet in a period 
of four months and will no doubt be used 
by growers who make a practice of raising 
a summer cover crop. This problem of 
cover crops is of extreme importance to 
potato growers and ho doubt the results 
obtained from the test plots will be of

When production is increaséd through 
feeding and breeding, the -income rapidly 

yet a few rea] scrubs on any dairy 
farm will deflate the net income. 

Farmers of the United States furnish 
feed and care for 23,000,000 dairy cows. 
Because of low-producing cows, a large part 
of that feed is wasted. Weighing out ex- 
pensive feeds to a low-producing cow is 
like shoveling costly coal into the fire box 
under a leaky boiler; and the farmer who 
keeps such cows seldom has to pay any 
income tax. 

Like a factory, the dairy cow transforms 
raw materials—silage, hay and concen- 
trates—into the finished product, milk. In 
this way she furnishes a market for the 
feeds. Whether that market will be good 
or bad depends in part upon the way the 
cow is fed, and in part upon the cow her- 
self. There is no better way to market 
the feeds grown on the farm than to feed 
them to a herd of high-producing dairy 
cows. The cow takes corn silage, grain 
and hay and converts them into a product 
for which there is always a ready sale. 

It is much easier to send the milk or

erally much more profitable, because it 
keeps the soil fertility at home. 

In selling feeds for dairy cows, the far-| 
mer has a wide choice of markets—bad, 
good and very good. Few men discrimi-. 
nate closely enough between these mar- 
kets. If a wheat buyer offers one or two 
cents a bushel more than other buyers he 
gets the wheat: if a wool buyer offers half 
a cent u pound more he gets the wool. But 
if one cow returns $3 from a dollar’s worth 
of feed and other at" $2, it is scarcely

of milk, and 160 pounds of butter fat. Ac- 
cording to 40,000 vearly individual-cow rec- 
ords recently tabulated by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the average 
cow-testing association cow produces 5980 
pounds of milk and 246 pounds of butter 
The world’s records are 37,381.4 
pounds of milk and 1,205.09 pounds of 
butter fat in a year. There is plenty of 
room for improvement, it would seem, in 
the average production. 
The keeping of individual cow records ts 
easy. To test a half dozen samples of milk 
for butter fat requires about half an hour. 
Weighing the milk, estimating the weight 
of roughage, and weighing the concentrates 
requires but little time. The testing of a 
composite sample of each cow's milk from 
two consecutive milkings once a month 
furnishes the ficures from which the yearly 
production records can be computed. Any 
man competent to care for a dairy herd can 
easily learn to make the butter fat test 
and to keep feed and production records. 
There are several ways of improving a 
dairy herd. Elimination of low producers 
increases average production. It may de- 
crease total production, but usually in-

breeding tends to increase profit to the pro- 
ducer, and decrease cost to the consumer. 
It is one of the ways by which the world 
may become richer without decreasing the 
prosperity of any individual in it. 

Well-formed, registered bulls from proved 
sires and advan dams are usu- 
ally fit to head even high-producing dairy 
herds, When such bulls have proven sons 
and advanced-registry daughters, their 
value becomes exceedingly great, because 
of the certainty that they will transmit 
in large measure to their offspring the. high- 
producing qualities of their ancestors. So 
| far as possible, only such bulls should be 
chosen to head herds of selected, high-pro- 
ducing, registered dairy cattle. In ordi- 
nary dairy practice, however, the bull goes 
to the block before the production records 
of his daughters are available. In that 
way many excellent bulls are lost to the 
dairy business each year.

mine milk and butterfat production 
and feed consumption by means of cow- 
testing associations has become wide- 
spread. There are now 452 associations 
of this kind in the United States, besides 
many in foreign countries. In most cases 
each association has one tester and no 
more cows than can be well handled, but 
there are some very large ones and some 
that are much smaller than the standard. 
The theoretical number of members in a 
cow-testing association is 26, which makes 
one member for the tester to visit each 
working day of the month. A member 
of such an association is supposed to have 
not more than @birty cows, as that makes 
a large day's work. If every member had 
that number, there would be 780 cows In 
the association, but few of them have that 
many. 

There is no definite relation between the 
number of members in an association and 
the number of cows owned. In California 
there is one association that tests 4000 
cows and another that tests 4400, and the 
number of members are, respectively, 46 
and 100. Another in this State has 86 
members, and only 1439 cows; there are 12 
associations in Califormia with over 1000 
cows each. Ordinarily the number of 
cows in an association runs from 300 to 
500, the average for the country being 429. 
The number of herds averages 24.8. To 
have more than one tester is a California 
practice, and one association in that State 
has three. Im contrast to the asso- 
ciations in California and a few elsewhere, 
there are some that are quite small. One 
in Massachusetts has nine members and 125 
cows; another in Kansas has ten members 
and eighty-five cows; a in Michigan 
there is one with four herds and only for- 
ty-fiVe cows.

HORSE IS GOOD FOR 
EIGHT YEARS IN CITY. 


The investigations of the Horse Associ. 
ation of America show that the average 
harness lasts twelve years. Wagons last 
an average of fifteen years. Both harness 
and wagons can be patched up to last a 
year or two longer, if necessary, but the 
figures given are a fair average for ord- 
nary conditions. This means that approxt- 
mately 800,000 sets of harness are needed 
every year to take the place of that worn e 
out and discarded. Exports of harness 
and saddlery reached their high point in 
1915, when $18,237,604 worth of equipment 
left the country. The amount fell off in 
subsequent years, but increased again in 
te 1920 to three times as much as 


The average working period of horses on 
farms is twelve years, according to the 
association; in cities it is eight. With 
harness giving service for twelve years 
and wagons fifteen years, the rate of de- 
preciation for horse-drawn equipment is 
very low. This, with cheaper feeding 
costs, has been the reason for consider- 
able horse return in cities during the lat - 
ter part of 1929, and thus far in 1921.

SCHOOL HERE SOON, 


E. J. Stirniman of the agricultural engt 
neering division of the University Farm at 
Davis has recently been appointed extension 
specialist in agricultural engineering, and 
will be in charge of the university exten- 
sion instruction course in gas engines and 
tractors, to be given throughout the State 
this winter. A series of tractor schools 
have been arranged to be held in fourteen 
counties. The school for Los Angeles coun- 
ty will be held at Covina, January 16 to 21. 
The course will be repeated in Orange, San 
1 Riverside and Imperial coun- 
ties. 

Besides Mr. Stirniman, two other tractor 
experts have been employed, R. B. Lundy 
of the University Farm, Davis, and W. M. 
Cory, instructor in gas engines and tractors 
of the Oregon Agricultura) College. 

The tractor school is not for trained ex- 
perts, but to teach the man who owns, op- 
erates or intends to purchase tractors, ad- 
justments that will lead to better operation 
and maintenance of tractors and gas en- 
gines. 

The school is conducted in three parts, 
and is so arranged that each student will 
have an opportunity of getting practice 
work. This work consists of tractor re- 
pairing, carburetor adjusting, magneto 
timing, trouble shooting, babbiting, solder- 
ing, valve grinding, piston ring fitting, and 
tractor overhauling. The tractor overhaul- 
ing will be done on tractors brought in by 
farmers. This enables the farmer to attend 
the course and to work on his own tractor, 
under the instruction of the men giving the

Geo. C. England has moved onto his new 
Inglewood poultry ranch, having sold his 
former place to Robert B. Steven of Los 
Angeles, who will continue it as a commer- 
cial egg ranch. Mr. England will carry on 
his new place as a strictly breeding estab- 
lishment, having ‘installed every possible 
feature to make this one of the most mod- 
ern and up-to-date poultry farms in the 
country. 


The Hampton and Loucks White Leg- 
horn Ranch of Van Nuys is a typical ex- 
ample of how Sguthern California poultry 
breeders are going about to build up good 
paying flocks, and incidentally making this 
section of the country a profitable poultry 
center. This ranch, which is owned by 
J. E. Hampton and C. W. Loucks, was orig- 
imally a fifteen acre bare tract of land. 
Starting with little capital but a large 
amount of physical energy, these two young 
men today have a poultry plant of which 
they may well be proud. The pens and 
buildings are very substantially built for 
permanent wear and while they embody 
all modern features, the cost has not been 
great, as all of the work was done by the 
owners, and the sand for the concrete and

weakened, and growth and crop are serious- 
ly impaired. In many instances, drouth will 
cause trees to shed their leaves too soon in 
the fall, and since the leaves are so neces- 
sary for manufacturing plant food, the food 
supply becomes inadequate, with the forma- 
tion of weak buds and low food storage. 
Then the “little leaf disease gets a chance 
atthe tree. Investigations and observations 


| have indicated that little leaf disease is 


due in most instances to insufficient soil 
moisture. I am very glad to say that the 
farm bureau plots for the control of “little 
leaf in the Antelope Valley show improve- 
ment of the trees with better irrigation 
methods. 

In order to maintain optimum moisture at 
all times, it is best to fill up subsoils during 
the winter time. From then on, the soil 
should be examined from time to time to de 
termine its moisture content. A soil auger 
is a handy tool for looking into the sub- 
soils. When moisture is getting low, irrt- 
gate, and only apply what water can be used 
without waste. One of the great means of 
waste from irrigation is the system of hav- 
ing irrigation runs too long. We have ob- 
served runs 600 feet and over in length. 
This is entirely too long. By the time the 
lower trees are adequately watered, a great 
amount of water has penetrated the sub- 
soils out of reach of the roots. Water be- 
low the roots is lost to the tree for it does 
not rise. Irrigation runs should be shorter. 
Since trees grow better and faster with 
shorter runs, it is more economical, event- 
ually. Open types of soils, especially, 
should have short runs. 

In order to conserve soil moisture, it is 
necessary to keep weeds down. It takes an 
average of 600 pounds of water to grow a 
pound of green material, and it does not 
take many weeds to deplete soil moisture. 

1 realize that it is difficult for all growers 


„to apply just the right amount of water for 


best results. But if one is to make a suc- 
cess in pear growing, or in any other kind 
of fruit culture, consistent irrigation and 
soil handling must be given.

He stated that through the erection of a ) 
factory which would manufacture starch, | 


flour, glucose and alcohol, the potato grow- 
er would be assured of a price of 1 cent 
per pound for all his culls. He stated that 
the loss annually here in Southern Call- 
fornia amounts to over 450,000 bushels and 
that this does not include the abandoned 


acres or the ones loft in the ground undug. 
The nematode situation was discussed 
in detail in order that the growers might 
be made acquainted with the seriousness 
of this pest, both as an enemy of potatoes 
and truck crops. The interest manifested 
was so great that a resolution was pre- 
sented and adopted following this dis- 
cussion. The resolution was as follows: 
| “Be it resolved that it is the sense of 
this meeting of potato growers assembled 
here today at Van Nuys that in view of 
the seriousness of the nematode situation 
as it affects all field and truck crop grow- 
ing, that the president of the Los Angeles 
County Farm Bureau be requested to ap- 
point a representative committee of from 
seven to nine growers and investigators 
who shall undertake an educational cam- 
through publicity, meetings and 
demonstrations to acquaint the growers of 
Los Angeles and adjacent counties with 
the present available information con- 
cerning the nematode and its damaging 
effects on the numerous crops. That this 
committee shall meet at least once every 


campaign of education. Be it further re- 
solved that this committee get in touch 
with presidents of the Farm Bureaus of 
the eight southern counties, notifying them 
of this campaign and seeking their support. 
Inasmuch as the Farm Bureau is purely an 
educational organization, it is felt that 
such an important problem as this, which 
in itself is entirely educational to begin 
with, should be Carried out under the di- 
rection of the Farm Bureau.” 

Taking it all in all, this meeting of the 
potato growers was one of the most in. 
eresting and valuable ever held in the 
South. Growers were brought face to face 
with problems which they must themselves 
assist in bringing to a solution. 


According to the United States consular 
reports, the consumption of fresh fruits 
(largely apples and citrus fruits) in En- 
gland shows a marked increase over prewar 
averages, considering the relatively high 
price of fresh fruits.

VALUE OF MACHINES 
ON CALIFORNIA FARMS. ~ 


California farms rank third among the 
States in the value of farm machines per 
farm, it is seen by the census report re- 
cently issued. At the beginning of 1929, 
when the census was taken, the value of 
farm machines and implements in Cali- 
fornia was $136,069,290, and the value per 
farm was $1,156. This is exceeded by 
North Dakota, with a value per farm of 
$1,470 and lowa, with $1,449. 

Farms with large acreages lead in the 
value of machinery and equipment, accord- 
ing to the report. Farms of 1000 acres and 
up had an average per farm of $2,438; those 
having between 500 and 1000 acres had 
$1,619 worth of machinery and implements 
per farm; those between 175 and 500 acres 
having $1,134 per farm; those with 100 to 
174 acres, $712 per farm; places of 50 to 
100 acres, $412 per farm, and less than 
50 acres, $193 per farm. 

The value of this equipment on farms by 
States, excepting Colorado, Georgia, Michi- 
gan, Nebraska, Pennsylvania, South Da- 
kota, Texas and Wyoming, which have not 
been turned in yet, are given in the follow-

YUCAIPA.—The apple growers of the 
Yucaipa Valley are planning the establish- 
ment. of by-products plants by the time of 
the next crop in order that the fruit which 
falls from the trees may not be wasted. It 
is believed that a real profit can be made 
from the apples used in this way and in or- 
der to get. first-hand information on the 
subject, C. M. Brown, the fruit man who 
sold the pack of the Yucaipa Valley Apple 
Association this year, has been visiting the 
apple by-products plants of the Pacific 
Northwest. Mr. Brown, who has just re- 
turned, has made a complete report to the 
directors of the association on his findings. 


The plants in the north, he says, take 
care of the cull apples in many ways. The 
making of apple cider, which is bottled and 
kept sweet indefinitely; the making of vine- 
gar, which is sold in barrels to be bottled 
later, and the making of apple butter and 
dehydrated apples are all handled in these 
plants. The last-named industry is becom- 
ing an important one in the Northwest and 
it may be that the people of Yucaipa will co 
operate in establishing a dehydration plant 
in the valley. Evaporated apples are also 
in demand. Mr. Brown brought back with 
him figures showing the cost of erecting 
such plants and their operation costs. 


OVERPASTURING ALFALFA, 


Do not pasture: stock on alfalfa too soon 
after irrigation, or when the rains have 
softened the ground badly. To do so will 
render the alfalfa plants likely to be torn 
out by the roots, or damaged severely. 
Another mistake is to pasture more stock 
than the alfalfa will care for, resulting in 
close cropping and injury to the crown. 
It is best to limit the stock on alfalfa 
pasture to such an extent that the plants 
will grow a little faster than they are

MAKING “GRAND OLD 
PORK SAUSAGE.” 


There is no pork sausage like that made 
on the farm. “Grand Old Pork Sausage” is 
the term generally applied to that made by 


the farmer himself from fresh pork. As the 
pork sausage season is here, it might be 
suggested that the making of this sausage 
is quite a simple operation. Its prepara- 
tion does not require the services of a 
specialist. 

Those parts of the hog carcass that are 
usually wasted on the farm can be put into 
the makeup of this farm sausage. Good 
pork sausage should contain about one- 
fourth to one-third fat.

N A LETTER to the Literary Review de 


ley W. Kunkel criticises an attack on vivi- 
sectionists, by Bernard Shaw, in “Back to 
Methuselah,” a part of which passage I re- 
produced here last week. Mr. Kunkel 
writes: 

“How long will we have to bear with 
those who refuse to see that human welfare 
demands an extensive control of nature, in- 
cluding animals and plants, and that the 
only way, up to the present at least, in 
which man has been able to gain that con- 
trol, has been by animal experimentation? 
Of course, there have been cruel expert 
menters on living animals, who have taken 
delight in the pain and suffering of the 
subject, but their number is insignificant. 
Animal experimenters have numbered prob 
ably a larger proportion of gentle, kindly 
souls than any other singlé group of work- 
ers. I suspect that poets and dramatists 
number relatively more cruél souls than
